Its final effect on young 
men is to convert them into Reds 
with a bitter grude against the 
society which has. cut them 
adrift from useful and honorable 
citizenship. Its final effect on 
disspirited young women is at- 
tended with even greater danger, 
for the last resort of a defeated 
and despairing young woman is 
the temptation to sell her honor 
in order to acquire the things 
which the wages of respectable 
employment should have _ pro- 
vided.— Exchange.

equipment worth $22,000, in

Fifty Per Cent. Profit 

He made. the $306 advance to 
Clarence Walgren, sole owner of 
the equipment, to enable him to 
move the outfit from McLennan 
to Slave Lake, he said, and in 
return was allowed 50 per cent 
of the profit from the job. The 
total profit amounted to $5233. 

“Do you want this court to be- 
lieve that Mr. Walgren consented 
to turn over to you 50 per cent 
of his profits from a government 
contract, just because you ad- 
vanced $306—or even say $1000 
—to ship the stuff to the job?” 
Mr. C. C. McLaurin, K.C., of Cal- 
gary, demanded. 

Mr. Roosa replied: “Yes, that’s 
all there was to it.” 

Mr. Roosa had testified that he 
had no idea how much money 
was appropriated for the 21-mile 
stretch of highway, although he 
was one of the chief contractors 
and was appointed general fore- 
man. Hon. W. A. Fallow had 
never told him how much could 
be spent on it. 

The Royal Commission later 
adjourned its hearings until Tues- 
day, when evidence was again 
taken. 

Two Important Events 

Two important things have 
taken place during, the past week 
that have a bearing on the pres- 
ent situation in provincial af- 
fairs. Perhaps the one that has 
contributed most to clarifying the 
air surrounding the  constitu- 
tional dispute between Premier 
William Aberhart and Prime 
Minister “~W. L. Mackenzie King, 
was the visit to Edmonton of Rt. 
Hon. R. B. Bennett, former Con- 
servative Premier of Canada. 

In a pronouncement of very 
weighty importance, Mr. Bennett 
told a luncheon gathering of 500 
business men here Friday that 
there is no way of changing the 


Canadian constitution outside the: 


law. Much to the satisfaction of 
his hearers, Mr. Bennett upheld 
the action of the Dominion cabi- 
net in disallowing the banking 
legislation passed at the recent 
session of the Legislature. 

He was speaking on the-clnm 
stitutional problems in Western 
Canada and declared the Domin- 
ion had the clear right to dis- 
allow provincial statutes when- 
ever they infringed on _ rights 
which under the B.N.A. Act, Can- 
ada’s constitution, are guaranteed 
to the Dominion. “The Domin- 
ion government is not concerned 
with the -quality of provincial 
acts, but only with their legal- 
ity,” Mr. Bennett pointed out. 

Referring to recent claims that 
the will of the people must pre- 
vail, Mr. Bennett said there is 
only one way in which changes 
can be brought about in the con- 
Stitution, that is by constitgtional 
methods. The constitutigh can- 
not be changed, he said, simply 
by a group of individuals in any 
part of Canada saying it does not 
exist, or that “the voice of their 
leader is the voice of God.” 

Speaking of attacks on 
courts, the Conservative leader 
declared: “Canada’s courts are 
the bulwark of our freedom and 
the basis of our liberty. Any 
attacks on the courts are the be- 
ginning of an absolutism which 
of

democracy.” 
Premier King’s Reply 

The other event was the mail- 
ing of Premier Mackenzie King’s 
reply to the letters of Premier 
Aberhart. The text of these re- 
plies will not be made known 
before this is in the mails, but

Answering Premier Aberhart’s 
claim that the Dominion is with- 
out power to disallow provincial 
legislation, the Dominion Pre- 
mier will not enter into any 
lengthy argument, but will con- 
tent himself with a. plain but 
forceful statement of the federal 
government’s rights as set forth 
in the B.N.A. Act. The Alberta 
Premier’s complaint against the 
personnel of the. Royal Commis- 
sion on Dominion-provincial re- 
lations is likely to call for more 
emphatic and_ extended _ state- 
ments as to its unreasonableness. 
Mr. King will remind Premier 
Aberhart that the only criticism 
of the commission in any way or 
on any point has come from Al- 
berta. 

Some reference will be made 
to the Alberta Premier’s lack of 
knowledge on the matter in his 
complaining about one public 
man being on the commission 
who has not been named a mem- 
ber of it. :

Despite 
the Premier’s denial, and those 
of other members of the Social 
Credit party, everything seems to

The World of Wheat 


By H. G. L. STRANGE, 


A drastic decline has taken 
place in the world’s demands for 
export wheat! 

Mr. Broomhall estimates that 
the importing countries will buy 
this year only 496 million bush- 
els, 

This is in. striking contrast to 
the 818 millions which was the 
annual average amount purchased 
for five years prior to 1931, and 
to the 949 million bushels, the 
sales for 1928 alone. 

We are told that millions of 
people need more bread. Why, 
then, is more export wheat not 
purchased? 

It is mainly because of an ex- 
traordinary economic delusion 
that has recently gripped the 
minds of most governments—that 
their people can become richer 
and richer’ by bringing in less 
and less of the goods and ser- 
vices of other countries; govern- 
ments forget, apparently, that the 
imports from others constitute, 
in the end, the only means of 
payment for their own export 
products. 

Dr. John Mackay, the eminent 
English philosopher, in consid- 
ering these curious illusions and 
madnesses, wrote: “Men think in 
herds, they go mad in herds, and 
recover their sanity slowly, and 
one by one.” 

Dr. Mackay notes, however, 
that economic sanity does even- 
tually return. Let us hope, for 
the sake of the wheat producers, 
and of all of us, that it may be 
soon,

for export wheat continues to be 
small; Roumanian wheat esti- 
mate increased; substantial Tur- 
kish wheat surplus; yields in- 
creased in many parts of Europe;

Southern Hemisphere; expect 
considerable increase in Swiss 
potato’ crop; Sweden removes 
ban on export of food grains.

JELLIED TOMATO CHEESE 
SALAD 

One tablespoon granulated gela- 
tine, 4% cup cold water, 1% cups 
of condensed tomato soup, 1 cup 
cream cheese or cottage cheese, 
% cup of mayonnaise, 1 table- 
spoon of onion juice, 4% cup of 
stuffed olives, sliced, or % cup 
of chopped celery, % teaspoon 
salt, 4% cup cream, whipped. 

Soak gelatine in cold water for 
about five minutes. Heat soup 
over boiling water, add salt, 
cheese, onion juice (extracted by 
grating onion).. Heat until the 
cheese is softened. Add soaked 
gelatine and stir until dissolved. 
Chill, and when partially set, add 
mayonnaise, whipped cream and 
olives or celery. Turn into a 
mould that has been rinsed in 
cold water and chill. When firm, 
remove to bed of lettuce and 
serve with mayonnaise. Sprinkle 
with paprika. This salad may 
be frozen. 


FRUIT RICE 

One tablespoon of granulated 
gelatine, 44 cup cold water, 1 cup 
hot cooked rice, % teaspoon of 
salt, 2 tablespoons fruit sugar, 1 
teaspoon vanilla, 1 cup whipping 
cream, % cup diced or crushed 
fruit, % cup blanched almonds. 

Soak gelatine in cold water. 
Dissolve in hot rice. Add salt, 
sugar and vanilla, Cool and chill. 
When mixture begins to thicken, 
fold in whipped cream, fruit and 
nuts. Pineapple, peaches, straw- 
berries, bananas, maraschino 
cherries, or a combination of 
fruits may be used. 


COOKED LAMB EN 
CASSEROLE 

Three’ cups cooked lamb, 1 
tablespoon cooking fat, 1 cup of 
cooked carrots, 1 cup of cooked 
potato, 8 small onions, left-over 
gravy. . 

Cut lamb. in cubes and brown 
in cooking fat.

In view of several cases 
of infantile paralysis in the 
Province, the following time- 


ly advice is given our read- 
ers: 


Keep children away from. the 
crowds. Allow them to play out- 
doors as much as possible but 
not in contact with large groups 
of other children. Keep them by 
themselves as far as possible. 

Give children wholesome and 
easily digestible foods, including 
plenty of milk and vegetables. 
Raw vegetables and fruit should 
be thoroughly washed before 
being eaten. Milk should be kept 
cold and carefully protected 
from flies. 

Children should be given a tub 
bath daily and their clothing 
washed frequently. 

Children should have ample 
rest. Twelve hours’ sleep in a 
Well ventilated bedroom is a good 
rule to follow, Keep the bed- 
room windows open. 

Free From Flies 

Keep the home free from dust, 
but avoid dry sweeping and dust- 
ing. Sprinkle the floor with 
pieces of dampened paper before 
sweeping and use a cloth which 
has been moistened for dusting. 

Inasmuch as there is a great 
variation in the onset of polio- 
myelitis, at a time when the dis- 
ease is prevalent, children show- 
ing any evidence of a departure 
from normal health should be 
carefully watched. and isolated. 
It is urgent that prompt medical 
attention should be given in all 
cases. 

Prompt Disinfection 

In patients suffering from the 
disease, careful attention should 
be given to the prompt disinfec-- 
tion of all nose, throat and bowel 
discharges and to articles soiled 
therewith. 

When the disease is prevalent, 
all children known to be ill and 
not receiving medical attention 
should be.reported to the Local 
Board of Health.

He said the banks 
should provide Social Credit and 
in case. they did not know the 
meaning of the same or how it 
was to be done, the Government 
experts would soon put them 
right. 

Provided For Head Tax 


The bill itself provided for a 
head tax for all bank employees 
—not as large as the Douglas 
figures — with provision for an 
increase not to exceed 1000 times 
the original amount if anything 
went wrong with the operations. 


This side-light leads one to be- 
lieve that the aim of the Govern- 
ment, under inspiration of the 
Douglas experts—is to gef the 
Alberta bankers over a_ barrel, 
and keep them there until they 
come through with basic divi- 
dends as Mr. Aberhart interprets 
the term. It is an exciting though 
not a very pretty picture. 

But all the banks in Alberta 
are branch banks and all the Al- 
berta bankers are employees of 
banks with headquarters which 
are not in the province. The local 
bankers have very little influence 
over the general banking policy 
or administration of their banks 
and limited powers even in 
making local loans. 


If every banker in Alberta were 
as ardent a Social Crediter as 
William Aberhart himself and all 
his cabinet ministers rolled into 
one, and if all the bankers, work- 
ing in unison under the instruc- 
tions of Mr. Aberhart himself, 
should ‘set out with all the pow- 
ers they possessed, using all the 
resources at their command, and 
all the currency in their posses- 
sion or that they could get their 
hands on, with all their powers 
of giving credit, they could not 
supply the basic dividends such 
as Mr. Aberhart spoke of in his 
election campaign, for 24 hours. 


Mr. Aberhart may be using the 
thumb screw on the Alberta bank 
employees in an effort to make 
the banks at headquarters take 
action. But even if all the Cana- 
dian banks in joint action should 
unite to act under Aberhart guid- 
ance, they could do little more 
than the remote branches to pro- 
vide the basic dividends. 

This weird suggestion to force 
the banks to do what Mr. Aber- 
hart has failed to do, is the most 
fantastic of any of the grotesque 
efforts made in Alberta in the 
last two years. 

This raises a_ third question 
which I should prefer to over- 
look but which ultimately must 
be faced. 

Does Premier Aberhart not 
know that this latest effort is 
quite as unsound and as impos- 
sible as any of his previous fail- 
ures, and if so, why does he per- 
sist in it? 

There are ‘three possibilities. 
They are as follows: 

1. Either the Government is still 
ignorant of the very elemen- 
tary knowledge of business 
and commerce, which I can- 
not believe to be the case, or 
The visiting experts are build- 
ing up a barricade, behind 
which Major Douglas can re- 
treat without facing the real 
issue, or 

Mr. Aberhart is purposely 
waging war on the banks to 
divert the attention of his 
followers ‘from his failure to 
provide the dividends, 


There is no other alternative. 


In a subsequent letter, which 
may be the last of this series, I 
shall make a brief analysis of the 
real functions of banks, in an 
effort to show the alarming price 
the people are paying for this 
mad effort of the Government to 
destroy banking institutions in 
Alberta.

QUALITY OF GASOLINE 
HAS BEEN IMPROVED 


The public debt to ingenuity 
and unceasing efforts of research 
engineers and men of science is 
nowhere better illustrated than 
in the story of gasoline. 

Today’s automobile engine 
would be impossible if it had to 
run on even the best kind of 
gasoline produced in 1910. In 
that year the average yield of 
gasoline from a barrel of crude 
oil was 4% gallons. Now the 
yield is 19 gallons, more than 
four times as much. 

In 1935, for instance, motorists 
of North America used between 
18 and 19 billion gallons of gaso- 
line and the refiners processed 
less than 975 million barrels of 
crude oil to get it. The best re- 
fining methods of 27 years ago 
could have produced from that 
crude oil not much more than 
four billion gallons—and_ that 
was all the gasoline there was 
in it. 

To have furnished the addition- 
al 14 billion gallons of gasoline 
needed in 1935 by the refining 
methods of 1910 would have re- 
quired nearly 8 billion barrels 
more crude. To have supplied 
by such methods the quality of 
gasoline needed by the modern 
car would have been impossible.
